England, 

LONDON, January 4.—T'be Right Hon. John 
Bright, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancas- 
ter, and Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
President of the Board of Trade, spoke at 
Birmingham yesterday. The former traced 
the cause of Irish disaffection to the long 
course of Tory misruie, and justified the co- 


solute necessity. He pointed out that much 
Irish discontent now srose from misconcep- 
tion or ignorance of English liberality, while 
Irish poverty resulted from driving away 
English capital. Chamberlain said the Gov- 
ernment would suppress open or covert re- 
beliion, and would find means to enable the 
land courts to deai with the cases coming be- 
fore them. He had no sympathy with ab- 
sentee agitators, Who, froma safe distance, 
counsel others to commit a crime, while they 
administer the funds sent from America 


in a safe retreat in Paris or London. Cham- 
berlain ridiculed the landlords’ demand for 
compensation. He thought the tenants ratner 
ought to be compensated for excessive rents 
extracted from them for many years.

The through trains on the [ron Mountain 
routes to E! Paso are going out well laden 
with passengers.

Of course all business is practically sus - 
pended to-day on Change in favor of the 
election. The different calls are but slimly 


attended, the members preferring to gather

of buttonboling and aside conversation 
almost incredible.

There is no 
doubt that the general opinion of the men 
who have watched the voting closely is that 
Jackson will win. At noon he beild the vote 
strongly, but it was expected that 
when the cotton men came in and voted they 
would pull the balance the other way, at 
least temporarily. The Cotton Exchange is 
largely for Slayl ack, and, asits members are 
also members of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
they will exert a great deal of influence.

Removal of Street Railroad Tracks. 
The following correspondence explains 
itself: | . 


OFFICE OF STREET COMMISSIONER, 
ST. LOUIS. Jan. 3, 1882 


John Scullin, Esq., President Union Depot 


Railroad: 

SIR—Referring to your letter of the 20th 
ult., in which you communicate the fact that 
the construction of the Ninth street sewer 
from Poplar to St. Charles street, now going 
on, will necessitate the taking ~ of the rail- 
road tracks of the Union Depot Line, also of 
the Mound City Line on this street, which 
will imerrupt the operation of these roads 
and prevent your reaching your terminus 
corner Fourth and Pine streets, unless 
authority is given you to occupy some other 
streets ending the construciion of the 
sewer, I beg leave to state thatthe matter 
has been laid before his Honor the Mayor, 
who sees that the interruption of traflic on 
these two lines to the extent of preventing 
you landing your passengers on Fourth 
street would be a serious public inconveni- 
ence, and he thinks that the public interest 


therefore justifies the exercise of authority 


to the extent of allowing you temporarily to 
occupy such streets as will secure a connec.«

‘““FOGGERTY’S FAIRY.” 


The Partial Success of Mr. Gilbert’s 
ew Dramatic Droilery. 
London Letter to New York Times. 


„Foggerty's Fairy“ drew a crowded house 
at the Criterion. hether the piece was 
successful or not remains tobeseen, Opin- 
ions differ. The audience was not entnu- 
siastic. It laughed and it applauded. A 
portion of it hissed, but this portion was a 
miserable minority. The farce is in three 
acts. If it were in one it would be highly 
entertaining. In three it becomes tedious. 
Mr. Gilbert contrives to roll out a ridiculous 
conceit to a greater length than any joker 
whoever joked. His humoris as grim as 
putting an angel to grin through a horse- 
collar, and some of his witticisms are just as 
irreverent and gruesome. Unless set to 
music by Suilivan, bis dramatic Bab Ballads 
are unvearable. You see all their ugly 
points, observe ali their inhumanity. If 
their clever author did not give us time to 
think, one might relish them, but a “*Bab 
Ballad“ drawn out in three acts is like a pun 
in three parts. Engaged“ is in a simi- 
lar vein to “Foggerty’s Fairy,“ and ‘‘Fog- 
gerty’s Fairy“ recalis ‘*The Sorcerer.“ They 
are all studiesintopsy“turveyadom. Tell a 
story in which everything human and kindly 
and sympathetic in life is reversed, and every 
mean thought, every gutter-like inspiration 
of a muddy soul put forward as the natural 
commonplace cutcome of human nature, and 
you wil! find yourself working in the groove 
out of which Giibert digs **Bab Ballads“ and 
dramatic extravaganzas. Do I deny his 
ability? Not at all. Toe only trouble is that 
one cannot deny it. He is a genius in his 
way, but his way is perverse. A gentieman 
once wrote a book proving the goodness of a 
Supreme Being by showing what the world 
might have been if the devil had made it. I 
often think of some of bis curious iliustra- 
tions of intellectual torture when I am hear- 
ng one of Gilbert’s dramatized Bab Bal- 
Ads. 

The story of “Foggerty’s Fairy” may be 
told in a dozen lines. Foggerty is a cad. He 
has made love to a hideous old woman for 
her money. A fairy has rescued him. He 
is about to marry a pretty girl when the oid 
woman appears The fairy gives bim a 
draught. Taking it, and wishing to blot ovt 
anv disagreeable circumstance in his life, he 
has his wish. But with the blotted out cir- 
cumstance go all the consequent events. 
This brings on the scene another objection- 
able woman, who wants to marry him, and 
in the end he nearly loses the girl he really 
professes to love. The play opens as he 18 
about to be married. The hideous old 
woman before mentioned zrrives and pre- 
vents the union. She is, however, wiped 
out by the magic draught, and the interme- 
diate adventures are the attendant circum- 
stances of the blotting out process. At the 
last moment, by swallowing a magic pill, the 
rst scene is revived, the old woman still 
erased, and Foggerty marries “the gir! of his 
heart.“ The fairy is a pantomime fairy 
engaged at various theaters. Her 
influence upon the story might 
have been provided in a dream 
just as well,, and with the ad- 
vantage ofappearing more natural. The 
whole thing is a jumble of absurd and almost 
childish complications, but it is the foolery 
ofa clever mas, and here and there we 
come upon bright witty lines and singularly 
effective situations. The worst ofitis there 


is no harmony, no sequence of events, no 
, clean-cut and interestiog story.

| ence is led away on false scents, and trying 
to follow they are ke hounds “at fault,“ and

have continually to “hark back’’ for afresh 


start. Before the play was over any person 
who could work himself into sympathy with 
it was, morally speaking, on his head and in- 
sidevut. Nevertheless, there were scenes to 
laugh at, there were neat, double entendres. 
and smart sayings. At the close the company 
and Mr. Gilbert were called before the cur- 
rain and applauded. Mr. Wyndbam, who 
played Fogyverty, surprised himself in his 
energetic representation of the hare-brained 
madcap fortune-hunter and fortuue-hunted 
hero, and you felt all through that bis ener- 
gv and activity were necessary, and that if 
once he stopped to take breath the play 
would fall to pieces, a wreck of wild conceit 
and broken drolls and follies.

A Very Smart Girl. 

Des Molnes Letter in the Chicago Tribune. 

The smartest girl I’ve met in Iowa I met 
yesterday at Nevada, Story county, North- 
western Iowa—Miss Belle Clinton. Miss 
Clinton is a bright-eyed, rosy-cheeked girl 
of twenty, as full of fun and health and 
vigor as a good girl can be. Two years ago 
Miss Clinton was aschoolteacher. Saving 
up by her teaching about $160, she last spring 
borrowed aspan of horses from her father, 
rigged up a ‘*prairie schooner,’? 
aud, taking her littſe brother, started 
for Dakota. Miss Clinten says lauvhingly 
to-day, speaking of her trip: Why, I never 
lived so nicely in my life, and I never had 
such an appetite, and such courtesy I re- 
ceived everywhere! Rough, rude men 
would come to our camp, and, after I had 
talked to them awhile, offer to build my fire 
and actually bring water to me. We went 
up through the wheat country, which they 
call the Jim River country.’ It’s about 190 
miles east from the Missouri at Fort Scully. 
I bomesteaded 160 acres of land. Then 1 
took up atimber claim of 160 acres more.“ 

‘What is a timber claim?“ 

‘*‘Why, I hired a man and we set out ten 
acres of trees. This gave me 160 acres more. 
So I have 320 acres now. But I must tell you 
about those trees. They were young locust, 
apple and black walnut sprouts. I soweda 
peck of locust beans, a pint of apple seed 
and two bushels of biack walnuts in our gar- 
den in Io va a year ago. These sprouts were 
little fellows and we could set them out fast 
—just goalong and stick them in the ground. 
But they are just as good. I believe my 
3,000 little black walnut sprouts will be 
worth $15 apiece in ten years and $20 apiece 
in fifteen. My locust trees wili, sometime, 
fence the whole country.“ 

Then what did you do?” 

„We built a shanty and broke up five acres 
of land, and this fall we came back to Iowa 
to spend the winter, and here we are. Inthe 
spring Il go back witn more black walnut 
and locust sprouts and take up 160 acres 
more. Thetreesare just what I want to 
plant, anyway, and they’ll pay better than 
any wheat crop that could be raised—only 
l’ve got to wait for them ten or twelve years; 
but I can wait.“ 

Here is a girl who owns in her own right 
320 acres of splendid black prairie soil now, 
and who will own 480 acres in the spring, 
every acre of which will bring 95 within 
three vears and $10 within five years and $20 
within ten years. Her black walnut and lo- 
cust trees will be worth as much more, At 
thirty she will be worth $25,000.

AN “INDIA-RUBBER” MAN. 


A Bavarian Whose Skin is as Elastic 
| as Gutta Percha. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 


„How is this for cheek?” inquired J. R 
Davis, one of P. T. Barnum’s representa- 
tives, in the Girard House yesterday, as he 
grabbed a handful of the skin on the left 
side of John Hoffmier’s face, and pulled it 
out five or six inches like so much India 
rubber. The reporter was struck dumb by 
Mr. Davis’ cheeky behavior, but be was 
still more astenished to see H ffmier 
smile as though he enjoyed the maltreat- 
ment. Then Mr. Davis explained that Hoff 
mier is the wonderful“ India rubber man“ 
who has puzzied German and French savants 
for several years, and whois believed to be 
the greatest curiosity inthe world; ‘‘great- 
er.“ as Mr. Davis graphically expfessed It, 
than all the tattooed men, giants, dwarfs, liv- 
ing skeletons, double-headed calves, wild 
Australian children or woolly horses vou 
could crowd into a ten-acre lot.“ 

Although the rara avis with the elastic 
cuticle does not speak or understand Engiish 
he smiled approvingly when Mr, Davis 
ceased speaking, and then, as if to sustain 
his reputation, pulled a bancful of skin on 
the back part of his head around to his 
mouth and bit it, covered his entire face with 
the foids of skin which he drew up from bis 
throat and neck and pulled the skin on bis 
arms thirteen inehes away from the flesh. 
The most remarkable thing is that as soon as 
the skin is released it instantly contracts to 
its original place, and as farts appearance is 
concerned does not differ from the epidermis 
of any healthy white person. The skin is 
very fair and its texture is remarkably tine— 
so fine, indeed, that it feels more like an in- 
fant’s than an adult’s. 

Hoffmier is thirty-eight years of age and 
has a wife and nine chi dren living near 
Munich. He is a Bavarian, and served in 
the German army during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, and it was while he was lying ina 
hospital suffering from a leg broken by a gun 
carriage that a physician discovered the 
wonderful elasticity of his skin. Upto that 
time Hoffmier had not known it himself. 
After the war he returned to Munich, from 
whence he was takey to Viennaand examined 
by all the leading German pbysicians and 
scientists. The peculiarities of his hide 
came tothe ears of a side-showman, who 
in 1877engaged Hoffmier and dubbed him 
the ‘‘India-rubber man,“ by which name 
he is known in all the small German towns 
he has traveled through during the past four 
years. Heisalarge, well-built muscular 
man, with a pleasant but stolid-looking face. 
None of bis relatives, not even his own chil- 
dren, are blessed with his peculiar skin, and 
he regrets that his children have not taken 
after him inthat respect, for he said yester- 
day that his cuticle was making a fortune 
tor him. He is perfectly healthy, but ap- 
pears to suffer great y from cold weather, 
and consegquent:y the room in the 
Girard House yesterday morning was 
bot enough to smother anyone but a 
Hottentot or an lodta-rubber man.” 

Hoffmier’s strong points were heard of in 
Paris last summer by an agent ofthe Barnum 
and London Circus,whowas in search of novei- 
ties, and heat once startedin search of the 
curiosity, and eventually found him in a little 
village near Munich. The ‘“ India-rubber 
man! did a lot of wonderful things with 
his skin, captivated the agent, who was 
wild with joy over the finding of such a 
treasure, but refused to cross the ocean, giv- 
ing as a reason that he had once been nearly 
drowned in the Danube aud he then took 3 vow 
never to tail on water. Nine days the agent 
remained in that little Bavarian village 
coaxing H:ffmier to break bis vow and sail 
to America, where wealth and fame awaited 
him. The seductive agent finally paid 2,500 
marks to the rubber man’s family and turned 
him over to a sub-agent, who arrived at New 
York on Saturday with the skinny treasure. 
Hoffmier has a brother living in Alexandria, 
Virginia, and there he and Mr. Davis will go 
to-day. The curiosity will live with his 
brother until the opening of the circus sea- 
son. Inthe meantime half a million highly 
colored three-sheet cuts, showing a few 
of the wonderful things the rubber“ man’s 
epidermis is capable of, will be fixed up for 
the artistic eyes of the circus supporters in 
the rural regions. |

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How Some Writers Make the Pen a 
Gold Minune. 
From the Ne York Star. 

When Milton sold the original copy of his 
great m, “Paradise Lost,“ for a sum 
of money equal to about $150 in United States 
currency, he did so, not for bis own benefit, 
but to the great advantage of the publishers. 
Whether this has been used as a precedent 
or not by the latter class, it is certain that 
they have continued the practice of paying 
smal] sums for works of merit and reaping 
large rewards. Still, the workers in the fiela 
of literature at the present time meet with 
fully as great pecuniary success as do the 
toilers in the more prosaic walks of business 
life. The public, however, very often judge 
of an author by his popularity, and imaginc 
that because a certain work meets a ready 
sale a stream of wealth is pouring into the 
coffers ofthe author, whereas the profit is 
almost wholly reaped by publishers. 

The literary workers in this country bave 
met with great success in many individual 
cases. Longfellow, the poet, affords an ex- 
ample of th. varying success of the efforts 
of a writer for the public. Always recog- 
nized as one of the greatest poets of America, 


and with the public ready to read with. 


avidity anything that he chose to offer them, 
he received but scant pecuniary reward. The 


visit of the poet to England changed ali this. 


The English people took him into favor at 
once and his success was almost unparalleled, 
and to-day Longfellow is, undoubtediy, the 
most popular poet in America. His mone- 
tary value is assured when he can receive 
from Harper Brothers the sum of #10 per 
line for bis poetry. As an evidence of his 
pre-ent populsrity, it may be mentioned that 
every copy of the noliday edition de luze of 
one of his poems has been soldin advance at 
a very large p ice. 

Ou the other hand, Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
although bearing a national reputation as an 
autbor, has met with slight rewerd, so far as 
money is concerned. At present he is en- 
tirely dependent upon his copyrights, which 
Oniv allow him a yearly income of about 
$1,200. One reason, perhaps, for this is the 
fact that the people nave gone ahead, while 
Mr. Emerson, figuratively speaking, bas 
been standing still, and he has, so to apeak, 
died out of the world of literature. 

A weil-paid writer is Bret Harte, known 
first by his Heathen Chinee.’’ This writer 
achieved an immense popularity by his work 
on the Overland Monthly. He made a con- 
tract with Fields, Osgood & Co., of Boston, 
to write exclusively for their publication— 
Every Saturday—for which he was to receive 
$5,000 per annum. As is well-known, Mr. 
Harte failed to keep his contract. As an evi- 
dence of his worth, from a business point of 
view, may be mentioned the fact that he re- 
ecsived $600 forafour-colimn sketch ina 
New York daily,and which Mr. Harte is 
credited w th writing in one night. 

Another singular y successful writer was 
the late Dr. Holland. Although never ad- 
mitted to be one of the great writers, this 
autbor hada singular facility for producing 
successful books, and volumes of his works 
are to be found in ofe-half the homes in this 
couatrv— igt is among the readers of fiction. 
When Dr. II Hand was with Bowles onzthe 
Springtfi-id Repubiican bis salarv was only 
$500, ye: at bis death he left a handsome es- 
tate, as well as a large amoun of stock in the 
Century Company. He did fully as good 
work on the Republican as he ever did in his 

lite, but be had not at that time received rec- 
Oznuition. 

Oiivir Wendell Holmes is a rich man, no 
go much on account of the money received 
for his work, as becanse of his careful metb- 
odsoflivne. Like all Y nkees Mr. Holmes 
is» proviient man, ud bas scecumulated 
sometuing for that proverbial ‘‘rainy day.” 

Lb. F. Sotiiaber, whois better known and 
quoted as Mrs. Partington, is only in mod- 
erate circumstances. To those who are 
awire of the immense sales of Shillaber’s 
Weites, this miy appear strange, for from 
the first be bus been popular witb the mass- 
es: but it was his fate to fall into the skillful 
net spread by publishers, who reaped the 
benelit of his work. This.s also true of an- 
other popuiar wiiter, William T. Thompson, 
whose Major Jones’ Courtship’’ is soveiy 
popular. This gentleman is by no means a 
Wealthy man. He now occupies the editori- 
al chair of the Savannah Morning News, a 
paper of which he was the founder and at 
one time the proprictor. 

Bob Burdeite, the popular Burlington 
Hawkeye men, is generally supposed to be 
storing up “‘filtby iucre,” but those know 
the inner history of tbat genial humorist are 
aware that he earns nothing by his writing: 
except his salery. The only other means he 
has to increase his store of worldiy goods is 
by lecturing, Which pays him about $5,000 
apnualiy. 

Orpheus C. Kerr (Newell) has long been a 
faverife humorist; has made a great deal of 
mone\—and spentit. He is said to be en- 
gaged Ou a Sunday paper in this city ata 
moderate salary. 

Among literary writers who have rapidly 
increa-ed their bank accounts is John Hub- 
berton,the author of“ Helen's Babies.“ 
Striking out juto a new path be struck the 
popular fancy,and at present his income is 
about 85,000 per annum. Besides his new 
paper work Mr. Habberton has dabbled in 
dramatic jiteraturegand received a very large 
compensation therefor. 

Th best paid writer on the American 

ress is Charlies B Lewis, the Detroit Free 

ess man, otherwise Known as **M. Quad ” 
He is at present receiving a salary of #200 
per week. On the other band, that culturcd 
writer, A. Bronson Alcott, receives a very 
moderate income, being entirely dependent 
on his e py rights. 1 

Mark Twain (Clemens) has met with phe- 
nomenal success, and no book published in 
the last twenty five years bas met with such 
u ready sale as his “Innocents Abroau.” 
Mark ought to bave reaped a large fortune 
for this work, but, although a joker himself, 
the joke in this case is wiih his publishers, 
who allowed him but5 per cent. on the sales, 
Still, from this source Twain has managed to 
lay by quite a sum. 

The Beecher family bave made money by 
their literary efforts. Hurriet Beecher Stowe 
realized about $95,000 frum “Uncle Tome 
Cabin,“ and ber brother, Heniy Ward 
Beecher, has always been largely paid. His

A POLICE OUTRAGE, 

A little incident occurred in this city last 
night which induces us to ask whether it isn’t 
about time for the Police Board to overhaul 
ite manual of instructions to policemen. A 
philanthropic young bootblack, with a taste 
for notoriety, had been gathering funds for 
the establishment of a Newsboys’ Home. 
Some of his fellows of the street, suspecting 
him of unfair dealing, went up tothe police 
headquarters and charged him with embez- 
ziing and misappropriating the money col- 
lected for their behoof. Upon their sole rep- 
resentation Officer FLYNN went to the board- 
ing-place of the young humanitarian, arrested 
him and marched him off to the calaboose, 
where he was formaliy locked up and treated 
with considerable indignity. After some in 
vestigation, the sergeant in charge had sense 
enough to release him, but when the youthful 
HOWARD returned to his room his moral 
landiady, shocked by his criminal rep- 
utation, turned him out into the street. 
We have no hesitancy whatever in pro- 
nouncing this an infamous outrage on the 
part of the police. Ofcourse the sufferer 


is an ignorant, helpless street agab, and yet 
there is no decent citizen who willi say that 
his rights are not as sacred as those of the 
wealthiest man in the eity of St. Louis. He 
was charged with an offense which required 
the issuance of a warrant. Hts accusers were | 
irresponsible creatures,and yet the police had | 
no hesitancy in entering his domicile and 
dragging him off to prison and disgrace. If 
the accused had been a reputable, intelligent 
person he would have demanded to know | 
upon what authority he was being arres ed. | 
Not beifig confronted with a warrant he could | 
have resisted even unto the killing of the | 
officer and he would have been justified. It 
is claimed that under the special law creat- 
ing the Metropolitan Police in this State 
our police are authorized to make arrests 
whenever they please, even uhto the 
battering down of doors whenever 
they have ceason to believe that felon- 
les are being committed. Our forefathers 
claimed that they were entitled to immuni- 
ty from arrest and seizure without due pro- 
cess and they used to incorporate the ideain 
the bill of rights when they made Consti- 
tutions. It is certainly embarrassing for the 
police and courts todraw tbe line in dealing 
with the vicious classes, because a compli- 
ance with allthe formalities of law would, in 
many instances, defeatthe ends of justice; 
butit seems that there ought to be a limit to 
the possibility of police persecution. Ifa 
policeman can enter the house of a citizen 
and drag him to a dirty calaboose at any 
time, upon the mere complaint of an indi- 
vidual, then we are no better off here than 
they are in Russia. The man who happens 
to incur the hostility of a police chieftain or 
a patrolman might just as well fold his house- 
hold effects and shake the mud of St. Louis 
off his feet. The officers who made the ille- 
gal arrest of the soi disant king of the boot- 
blacks last night should be dismissea from 
the force by way of wholesome example. 
Unless the Police Board insists upon the 
exercise of more judgment and intelligence 
in the administration of police law some ofli- 
cer will lose his life one of these days in the 
unlawful performance of what he conceives 
to be his duty“ and the Board will not be 
wholly blameless.

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Ir turns out that the public hall in Shanes- 
ville, Onio, which caved in on New Year’s 
night and mangled and burned nearly a hun- 
dred people, was a ricketty old affair which 
had been condemned several years ago. It 
was 24x38 feet in size and was the frame 
ell ot a brick building over a dry goods 
store. The hall was supported in the center 
by a post on which converging joists rested. 
Notwithstanding the building was known to 
be unsafe, three hundred people crowded 
into it. The joists slipped off the center 
part and the floor settled down into a hop- 
per shape. The people in the middle of the 
room went down first and upon them feil 
the crowds nearest the walls. On top of all 
came an immense red-hot stove and a half 
dozen coal oil lamps, which scattered fire 
and death in every direction. The floor 
sank jn such a peculiar way as to barricade 
all the lower doors and windows, and the 
people outside could only resch the im- 
priseped victims by chopping holes through

that a single human being ercaped trom the 
awful wreck. Of course the owner of 
this building is responsible for the calamity, 
but no more so than the men who rented the 
place, knowing it to be unsafe, and then 
packed it with humanity to four times its 
capacity. Think of three huühdred people 
trying to enjoy themselves in a hall 24x38 
feet! It is ouly when appalling disasters of 
the Shanesville kind occur that the public 
mind can be quickened, and it is sincerely 
hoped that this affair will lead to a thorough 
inspection of every public hallin the coun- 
try. If the owners of halls in small towns 
will not render them safe public meetings 
can be held to declare them unsafe.

FROZEN OUT, 


An Unfortunate Jury in the Basement 
of the Court- House. 


The jury sitting yesterday in trial before 
Judge Boyle in the suit of Berkley against 
Ketchum, a commission claim for sale of real 
estate, failed to agree, and the court this 
morning ordered their discharge. At 5 o’clock 
last evening the case was closed and 
the jury. It was then 


dark and cold. The passages around the 
Court-house on the outer side were not 
lighted, and the lower staircaseleading to 
the interior lacked gas light. At the risk of 
breaking their necks the jurors groped their 
way down to the basement in the dark, and 


were locked in a miserable, tompb-like 
apartment, suggestive of a cell for 
refractory convicts. There was little 


light and less beat. The steam pipes do not 
run below the floor of the rotunda and —_ 
offices. In this damp, cold disagreeable hole 
the jury remained for two hours. A 7 o’clock 
Judge Boyle came back to court, called the 
jury upstairs and being appraised of 


the miserable accommodation below 
at once gdischarged the body un- 
til this morning. The attention 


of the city authorities has frequently been 
called to the lack of jury-room accommoda- 
tions at the Court- house, but it would ap- 
pear that they require the convincing proof 
of some damage suits from injured citizens 
to remedy the defect. But two of the courts 
ufiderthe dome are provided with ante- 


chambers for jurors. Nos. 1 and 
4, and they are more adapt- 
ed for four persons than twelve. No

The Members Have an Iuteresting Visit 
to the Belcher Refinery. 


„The delegates to the Mississippi Valley 
Cane-Growers’ Association awoke early 
this morning, but found a rather nasty, blus- 
tering and wintry instalment of weather 
awaiting them. An invitation bad been re- 
ceived from the Belcher Sugar Refinery to 
visit their famous works and the bulk of the 
members availed themselves of this courtesy, 
and at 8:30 a. m. they started in the direc- 
tion of Biddle street, under charge 
of President Hedges. Amongst the more 
recent arrivals were S. J. Admira, of Salt 
Lake City, Utah, who is largely interested in 
the cuitivation of Northern cane in that re- 
gion, A. J. Russell, a well-known grower of 
Janesvilie, Wis., who had a big crop of sor- 
ghum and met with unusual success in pro- 
ducing syrups and sugar and Jacob Hender- 
shott, of Macon County, Missouri, who ts also 
deeply interested in the industry. 

The excursion to the sugar refinery was in 
every Way a success, and the members of the 
convention enjoyed it greatly, Superintend- 


ent Leagartner and his assistant,Mr. Lumil- 
linus, conducted the members through the 
refinery from the blow-up to the bag filter, 
mavipulating room, vacuum pans, and the 
operations were shown thoroughly without 
reserve. and there were no portions of the 
processes that were not examined thor- 
oughly. 
THE MORNING SESSION. 

President Hedges called the meeting to 
order at 11 a. m., and business was opened 
at once. 

Mr. John Stewart, of Iowa, offered the fol- 
lowing: : 

Resolved, That we, the officers and mem 
bers of the Sorghum Growers’ Association 
of the Mississippi Valley, tender 
our sincere thanks to the officers and stock- 
holders of the Belcher Sugar Refining Com- 
pany for their kind invitation to visit and in- 
spect their extensive works, aud also to Mr. 
A. L. Leagartner for bis gentlemanly recep- 
tion of our members, and for his very ex- 
plicit and instructive explanations of the va- 
rious machines and manipulations through 
which the sugars pass in course of refining. 

We also congratulate the people of St. 

Louis for having such an institution in their 
city. 
This was seconded and adopted. 
President Hedges spoke very eloquently as 
tothe important assistance given by the 
Belcher Refining Company, and spoke as to 
the interest and encouragemeut they had 
demonstrated in the development of the 
growth of Northern cane. 

A communication was then read from Gov. 
A. G. Porter, of Indiana, stating that he had 
appointed Prof.s. H. Wiley, of the State 
University at Purdue, as delegate to the 
convention. Prof. Wiley is professor of 
chemistry in the university alluded to. 

Prof. Wiley was called upon fora report, 

and eaid that he had noimportant report to 
make; that the manufacture of sorghum 
syrup was very generally distributed 
amongst the farmers of the State, and this 
in arather irregular way. The growing im- 
portance of the industry had stimulated the 
interest taken, and important experiments 
were on foot at Purdue, and trials of soil, 
seed, methods of planting,manufacturing,ete., 
will be completeandthorough. Prof. Wiley 
aliuded to the extensive reference made al- 
ready ito glucose, or starch sugar, and 
promised before the close of the convention 
that he would make a statement of his ex- 
periments with that class of syrups. 

President Hedges then exhibitea a very 
rich sample of syrup from Colfax, Ind., 
whieh showed a proportion of three-quar- 
ters sugar. 

Mr. Bovarth, of Lorra, was then called 
upon, and related his exverience in sorghum 
growing. He stated that he used the pro- 
cess advocated by Mr. Glover, of Phila- 
delphia, Starting with that and 
continuing so. He had started with one acre, 
and bad increased this to 120 acres. Mr. 
Boyarth described the process minutely, and 
answered a number of 4 — Pro pounded 
by the members regarding tanks, cooperage, 
transportation, etc. Referring to the com- 
meicial imporiance of the industry, Mr. 
Boyerth said that he had gone out of sor- 
ghum cul-ure for several years, but had gone 
back into it, and this year will plant his en- 
tire farm, and many of his neighbors will 
follow his example. He expects to clear 
from forty to fifry dollars per acre. Last 
year he made 8,000 galions and sold itin 
thirty days. From four cities, Burlingtén, 
Musvatine, Chicago and St. Louis, he had re- 
ceived orders and inquiries for svrup, but it 
was used up in bis immediate vicinity, and 
he was unable to fill or answer them. | 

In answer to an inquiry ef Prof. Henry of 
Wisconsin, in regard to defecation by lime— 
he asserting that uine-tenths of the sorghum 
growers of his State were opposed to the 


use of lime in defecating—Mr. Boyarth 
reblied that although he had made 
good runs of syrup without lime, nine 


out of ten, however, wou'd require the use 
of lime to have it attain the greatest possibie 
point of perfection. A jury of women and 
children wouid he the very best test as to 
any deleterious effects in the use of lime. 
In answer to severalinquiries in regard to 
harvesting seed, Mr. Boyarth replied that 
the best way was to throw it on adry ground 
and let itdry there thoroughly. There was 
no danger of seed being posted that was per- 
fectly dried. | 

A question was raised as to tests of 
relative quantities of vegetable acids remain- 
ingin syrup. One of the Southern delegates 
stated that litmus paper bad been aban- 
doned as a test for Southern cane, not being 
considered reliable. A brief discussion en- 
sued, when Prof. Wiley expressed the opin- 
ion that solutions of cochineal and tue yellow 
temeric paper tests were the most delicate 
and reliable. The discussion was continued 
some little while,there being a diversity of 
opinion upon the sulject. 0

A Prominent Grievance in the Domes- 
tic Differences of the Graves. 


Mrs. James Oswald Graves, the young 
wife of a well known business man connected 
with a firm in this city, hasentered a prayer 
in the divorce court, the first record of do- 
mestic difference in the new year.

To-d ay. 


The Administration’s Relations to Sena- 
tor Logan. 


The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, January 4.—This morning 
some delay was caused in the proceedings of 
the court. While Scoville was preparing an 
affidavit Guiteau said: This is a good time to 
make a speech, but I promised the Marshall 
I would keep quiet to-day, so I will try to do 
80.“ 

Having subscribed to an affidavit, Scoville 
read it. It set forth that the affiant is sole 
counsel for prisoner, that prisoner has been 
in such a state of mind he has been 
unable to render any assistanoe 
or suggest the names of any witnesses, 
and that afflant has since closing the case 
learned the names of certain witnessess who 
can testify to material facts for the defense. 
After giving the names of the witnesses and 
briefly stating what he expected to prove, 
Scoville moved he be allowed to introdeee 
this new evidence. 

Judge Cox inquired if counsel desired te 


be heard on the motion. 
— I hardly think anything need 
said. 
Scoville then amended his affidavit by 
Dr. McFarland would 


er is now After he 
subscribed tothe amended petition, Col. 
Reed addressed the court in favor of this 
motion. He was aware the matter was en- 
tirely within the discretions of the court. It 
was not, however, witheut precedent, and 
that, too, in a United States court 
He then cited acase where evidence was 
admitted even after argument to the jury 
had begun. He felt assured the American 
people would not begrudge the one extra 
day now asked in behalf of this prisoner, in 
the name of justice anda fair trial. He then 
Se a glowing tribute to Scoville, who had 

efended this poor creature, alone and un- 
aided, without money and without emeeur- 
agement from any source. 

Davidge replied at some length and denied 
any precedent existed for keeping the case 
simply to introduce cumulative evidence, 
part cularly in the case of Dr. McFarland. He 
deciared it would be a scandal to admit the 
evidence of aman 80 reckiess as to form 
an opinion and be willing to swear 
merely from reading — rs, 

Scoviile rep ted at great leng b, and detailed 
the hardships and difficulties un 
der which the defense had labor- 
ed during the preparation of their case. 
It was almost impossible to get witnesses to 
come here. The experte for defense were 
compelled to be satisfied with one dolar 
and twenty-five cents per diem, the 
regular witness fee, while the experts 
fur the Government came here (it is supposed 
leaving grave trusts behind them) and re- 


mained for siz weeks, and eve 
one of them Diainly showe 
by their evidence they expected 


full pay for their services (and al! knew 
what that meant). “And these experts,” said 
Bvoville, are still Waiting here to see the 
results of their evidence in hanging this 
— But fortunately for justice, your 

onor and this jury stand between him and 
the callows.”? 

Col. Corkhili couki not at this stage allow 
the remarks of counsel to go unanswered. 
He said yesterday and would repeat 
te-day, he would not object to the int: oduc- 
tion of any new fact vital to the defense. The 
only objection to be made by the prosecu- 
tion had deen already meutio ed 
by Davidge. There had never been a trial 
in thie District where so much liberality 
had been shown ly the Government. 

Guiteau insisted upon being heard. The 
bailiff turned to stlence him, but was met 
with an angry Let me alone or I will slap 
you in the mouth.” 

Guiteau then called out: Tour honor, al! 
I want is toshow that I told these men on 
the way to the jail that it was the political 
situation and the pressure of inspiration that 
caused me to remove the President.“ 

Judge Cox said counsel] for defense came 
here a stranger to the courts of the District. 
He found bimself environed with difficuities 


from the onset. The most serious difficulty 


was that the odium attaching to the 
assassination made witnesses unwil- 
ling even to allow their names to 


be known to the defence. Appreciating 
all these difficulties which embarrassed the 
defense; he (Judge Cox) had been disposed 
to off-et this witb equal latitude and more 
tban ordinary facilities in the preparation of 
their case. Evidence of insanity could 
not be offered in surrebuttal. In his 
epinion proof of insanity should be limited 
to evidence in chiefof the defense and the 
rebuttal evidence of the prosecution. He 
must therefore exclude the evidence of Dr. 
McFarland. Thetestimony, however, of those 
witnesses by which the defense expected to 
prove the prisoner insane upon the day of 
the assassination and upon the day after the 
motive fer his act, the court held should be 
submitted as evidence in surrebuttal. 

Scoville then called Dr. Beard of New 
York, Who was sworn. Objection was made 
to his testimony and the onjection sustained 
by the court. 

Scovi.le stated what be intended to prove 
by witness and noted the exception to the 
ruling »fthe court. The next witness call- 
ed by Scoville was J. J. Brooks, Chief of 
the Treasury Secret Service. Witness visited 
the prisoner at jail the night after the shoot- 
ing. “Guiteau was in ded at the time. He 
arose in great anger and excitement,’’ said 
the witness, and wan'ed to know what I 
meant by disturbing his rest and quiet 
at that bour ot the night. I said it il: be- 
came him, a murderer,to speak in that man- 
ner; that he bad disturbed the rest and quiet 
of the whole nation. Hecame back at me 
that he was no murderer, but a Christian 
and a gentieman; that his mind was made 
up; that he had been moved to do the act as 
a political necessity, and that it was for the 
good of the country.” 

Witness continued: “I told him J was 
a Republican and a Stalwart, 
and e replied¢ ‘Then yon can 
appreciate why Hide it.’’’ Witness detailed 
at some length his vom srsation at thattime. 
He (witners) said t Prisoner: “If you 
had taken duly ino consideration 
you could not have done such an act. The 
prisoner replied he hui thought over the 
matter aud had prayed over it six weeks and 
more he hat became convinced 
the presiden' must go, and it was 
his duty tore move him. Notwithstanding 
his prom‘se in the morning Guiteau contia- 
ued tointerrupt and bec»me involved in an 
altercation with one of ihe bailiffs who trie 
to silence him. lf sap you in 
the mouth, be frequentiy suarled at bim, 
but made no demonstration to carry the 
threat into exrcuuion. At another time he 
said to him, Vou are notbin but a misera- 
ble underling wh''e [speak to millions of 
people when I taik.’”’ 

When Judye Cox finished his remarks up- 
on Scovilie’s motion Guiteau insisted upon 
the expression of nis opinion.'*That’s 4 first- 
class decision, Judg+; tua ', all 1 want 
to get before the jury—whatI said at the 
time relative to the causes that impelled we 
upon the President. As forthe rest I don’t 
give a enap. I would not give fifiv cents 
a !ushel for this expert testimony. If I had 
mouvy enough I conld get fifty of the best 
expert in the country toswear I am as crazy 

aloon. That's just how much that kind 
of evidence is wor.b.’’

Just before 1 e’clock Scoville announced 
the defense had closed its case and the 
rosecution presented the court its prayer 
or instructions. The courtadjourned until 
Saturday. 


Logan and the Stalwarts. 

Special to tne Post-Dispatch. * 
CHICAGO, January 4.— The News Washing- 
ton special says: It has become a well-de- 
veloped fact in Washington, although 
not known outside of a certain 
circle, that the Stalwart leaders have never 
forgiven Gen. Logan for his desertion of 
Conkling and Platt during their fight in the 
Senate agaimst the confirmation of 
Robertson last spring and his subsequent 
lukewarmness at the time of their 
bitter struggle at Albany. In his desire to 
retain the patronage of Illinois he forgot 
his political friends and allowed the Admin- 
istration to use him to destroy Conkling and 
Platt. This has long been the 
belief of the New York ex-Senators andtheir 
friends, and they have been gradually but 
surely drawing away from the form- 
er Senator Gen. Logan bas at 
various times complained bitterly of what he 
calls his treat ment by the present administra- 
tion, declaring that he did not get what he 
wanted and was not treated justly. The 
reason for this feeling on his 
art is found largelyinthe fact that Gen. 
gan thought that as soon as Arthur was 
inaugurated he had only to signify a desire 

in order to have it fulfilled; that he was

who would be consul:ed with and deferred 
to in all things. In this he has been sadly 
disappointed and is understood to be 
eradualiy realiging the great mistake he

concerning Logan, but it was impossible 
for them always to conceal their feelings in 
this regard. One thing that has hastened to 
develop this sore spot is the undoubted 
position of Gen. Logan in regard 
to the campaign of 1884 and 
bis aspirations for the Presidentia nomina- 
tion at the time. He is beginning to realize 
that he can look for no assistance from the 
Administration or its friends.
